T a lk Livestock

The annual summer movement 
I of cattle and 
calves 
began 
in 
earnest in Fort Worth during the 
past week. Several shipments of 
stock from ranches which regular­ 
ly work" their cattle early arrived 
during the week and like the ar­ 
rival of grass and flowers—this 
presages a season 
in 
livestock 
market as surely as there is a 
[vernal equinox. 
As the season takes shape there 
I are more than the normal num­ 
bers of question marks in the 
minds of the livestock producers. 
I market men and packers. 
Currently the nation is looking 
I at the best stocked larder 
w ith 
[regard to meat—that it has enjoy- 
ied in years 
and 
years. 
Heavy 
amounts of pork in storage and 
continued heavy runs of hogs to 
the markets weights the scales 
j tow ard lower meat prices in all 
[categories. 
Equally heavy supplies of poult­ 
ry. especially the produce of the 


huge broiler industry, coupled with 
movement of cattle far in excess of 
a year ago is making the meat 
trade a sluggish affair at nearly 
all points. 
Extremely 
slow 
demand 
for 
stocker and feeder animals from 
Northern feeders has marked the 
early season, and this reticent 
attitude on the part 
of 
those 
buyers has made contracting the 
slowest in years in the Southwest. 
Cattle, calvs, sheep and lambs 
are currently selling substantially 
below prices of a year ago at the 
end of May. Hogs are currently 
about on par with prices in effect 
at the end of May last year. 
Good and choice fed steers and 
yearlings on May 31 a yar ago 
were quoted from $32 to $37, and 
this week similar cattle sold at $30 
to $34, some choice and prime 
1.202-pound steers from Paul New­ 
man of Lubbock sold atthe $34 
figure, and some choice prime 
Brahma yearlings from the Blue 
Bonnet Experiment Station at Mc­ 
Gregor averaging 650 pounds also 
at the top of $34 this week. 
Common and medium steers and 
yearlings a year ago sold from $24 


to $32 and currently bring $22 to 
$29. Stocker steers of the good 
kinds at $33 a year ago. currently 
sell around $29 to $31. Stocker 
yearlings last year of medium to 
choice kinds sold from $29 to $37, 
and currently bring $27 to $35. 
Stocker cows at $21 to $28 a year 
ago, compared with $17 to $24 
kinds today. 
Stocker calves at $30 to $40 a 
year ago, Compared with $28 to 
$38 kinds this week. Good and 
choice fat calves quoted at $32 to 
$36.50 a year ago. currently sell 
at $30 to $34.50, lower grade slau­ 
ghter calves at $20 to $32, a year 
ago compare with $18 to $29 to­ 
day.

Everybody has heard of th a t 
most famous of all railroad engin­ 
eers, Casey Jones, whose renown 
Is kept alive b the old son« which 
begins. "Come all you rounders If 
you w ant to hear, the stor of a 
brave engineer.” 
Was there really such a r engin­ 
eer 
There certainly was Your 
columnist spent part of his boy­ 
hood years in Memphis. T enn­ 
essee, and talked to old timers cm 
the Illinois Central railroad who 
knew him. In the yellowed pages 
of the files of the Memphis Com­ 
mercial Appeal can be found. In 
the Issue of May 1, 1900, the ac­ 
count of Casey Jone's death in a 
wreck near Vaghan, Mississippi, 
not long after the fast "Cannon­ 
ball Express” had pulled out of the 
Popular Street station with Jones 
at the throttle. 
"Dead under his cab”, read the 
headline The article related: The 
Southbound passenger train No 1 
was rushing under a full head of 
steam when it crashed into the 
rear of a caboose and three freight 
cars which were standing on the 
main track, the other portion of 
the train being on a side track. 
The caboose and two of the 
cars were smashed to pieces; the 
engine left the rails, plowed up an 
em bankment, overturned and was 
completely wrecked. Casey Jones 
was killed outright; his body was 
found lying under the cab. The 
firem an jumped Just just in time 
to save his life. The express mes­ 
senger was thrown against the side 
of the car and two of his ribs were 
broken. 
The engineer had not realized 
the danger until within a short 


distance of the cabooee, then he 
made a violent effort to put on 
the air brakes but the distance 
was not sufficient. 
1 he Commercial Appeal account 
concluded; 'E ngineer Jones had 
been in the service of the Illinois 
Central for many years and was 
highly esteemed as one of the 
ruad’s safest and most capable 
engineers. He lived a t Jackson 
Mississippi . . . He leaves a wife 
and three children."

The person or company becomes 
the owner of common law rights in 
a trade mark through adoption and 
use of the mark on goods. The law 
affords protection to the om ner by 
prohibiting others in the field from 
appropriating the m ark or one so 
sim ilar as to be likely to cause 
confusion. 
There is a twofold purpose be­ 
hind such legal protection: first it 
protects the purchaser from de­ 
ception and assures him th at he 
is getting w hat 
he 
wants; 
and 
second, it protects the trade-m ark 
owner from piracy of the good will 
reputation 
and 
property 
rights 
which he has built up in a mark 
through m anufacture or sale of 
merchandise carrying the mark 
Trade-m arks 
are 
frequently 
among the greatest and most valu- ! 
able assets of a company, for they j 
symbolize the good will and repu­ 
tation to the company. To achieve 
such a status, however a trad i- 
m ark m ust be carefully selected. • 
among other considerations it is. 
of course, imi>ortant th at a m ark I 
be chosen which is not confusingly 
sim ilar to any other trade-m ark 
used by another on sim ilar goods 
It may be necessary to conduct 
a search of m arks already In use 
in order to determ ine this quest­ 
ion.
